“Device Beats Stop-Watch 


-Claimed To Clock Athletes Within 


Hundredthi Of Second 


A device whereby, it is claimed, it 
will be possible to clock athletes 
within one hundredth of a second has 
been invented by Dr. E. L. Harring- 
ton, head of the department of 
physics at the University of Saskat- 
chewan. It applies the principle of 
the electric clock. 

The new timer is said to be 20 
times more accurate than a_ stop- 
watch. It calls for a 12-toothed 
wheel, placed. between magnets at- 
tached to Saskatoon’s electric power 
system. The alternating current of 
the system provides 120 impulses per 
second and. the wheel would revolve 
10 times a second. Each impulse 
moving. Dr. Harrington’s device 
contains a counter like a speedo- 
meter, attached to the wheel, which 
automatically records the time be- 
tween two pressures on a clutch. It 
can be read within a tenth of a 
revolution,

Behind the exchange in London on 
the Threadneedle Street side, there 
is a drinking fountain, with a tiny 
trough at its foot for dogs to drink 
from, just large enough to accom- 
modate one pigeon.
